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1 . BEGIN SUMMARY: PRIME MINISTER AL HOSS AND YASIR ARARAT 
MET AT DOHA ON MAY 24, BUT A PLO OPPICIAL SAID ARARAT CONCLUDED 
NO NEW AGREEMENTS WITH THE GOL. POREIGN MINISTER BOUTROS 
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DEMANDED AN EXPLANATION OP RECENT STATEMENTS ON LEBANON MADE 
BY AMBASSADOR YOUNG. CLASHES AMONG CHRISTIANS CONTINUED. 
CHRISTIANS AND PALESTINIANS EXCHANGED EIRE IN THE SOUTH. END 
SUMMARY. 

2. DOHA MEETING. 
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PRIME MINISTER AL HOSS AND YASIR ARAFAT AS WELL AS OTHER 
LEBANESE AND PALESTINIAN OFFICIALS MET AT THE PRIME MINISTER'S 
RESIDENCE AT DOHA ON MAY 24. AS REPORTED BY WAEA'S ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE BULLETIN, PALESTINIAN SPOKESMAN TALAL NAJI THE PLO 
"CONFIRMED ITS INTENTION TO ELIMINATE ALL ARMED MANIEESTATIONS 
IN THE SOUTH," AND PROMISED TO "SEEK TO GUARANTEE THE RETURN 
OF THE VOLUNTEERS WHO CAME TO LEBANON DURING THE ISRAELI 
INVASION." 

3. PALESTINIAN REACTION TO DOHA MEETING. 

A. YASIR ABID RABBU, HEAD OF THE PLO'S INFORMATION DEPART- 
MENT, MADE CLEAR THAT NAJI'S ANNOUNCEMENT WAS A DECLARATION 
OF INTENT NOT A NEW AGREEMENT. RABBU WAS QUOTED IN LEFT- 
IST AS SAFIR ON MAY 26 AS SAYING DISCUSSIONS FOR REORGANIZING 
LEBANESE-PALESTINIAN RELATIONS WOULD NOT BE HELD UNTIL AETER 
COMPLETE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM SOUTH LEBANON. HE ADDED 
THAT THESE DISCUSSIONS WOULD BE WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF 
GUARANTEES TO THE PALESTINIANS UNDER EXISTING AGREEMENTS (I.E. 

THE CAIRO AGREEMENT AND ITS ANNEXES.) 

B. A REUTER'S STORY CARRIED LOCALLY MAY 29 SAID "OFFICIAL 
PALESTINIAN SOURCES" HAVE DECIDED TO LIMIT INFILTRATION BEHIND 
UNITED NATIONS LINES IN SOUTH LEBANON. THE STORY CITED ONE OF 
THE SOURCES AS SAYING: "THIS DECISION DOES NOT MEAN AN END 

TO THE GUERRILLA PRESENCE IN AREAS CONTROLLED BY THE UN. IT 
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SIMPLY MEANS NO MORE REINFORCEMENTS WILL BE SENT TO THOSE AREAS. 
GUERRILLAS WILL CONTINUE TO CROSS THE UN LINES, BUT ONLY TO 
RELIEVE MEN IN THE SOUTH . . ." IN AN INTERVIEW IN THE MAY 
29 EDITION OF MONDAY MORNING, FATAH OFFICIAL SALAH KHALAF 
(ABU lYAD) SAID "INFILTRATION, WHICH IMPLIES AN ILLEGAL ACT, 

IS NOT NEEDED." 

4. BOUTROS DEMANDS EXPLANATION. 

FOREIGN MINISTER BOUTROS TOLD THE PRESS ON MAY 29 THAT HE HAD 
ASKED THE USG EOR AN EXPLANATION OP RECENT STATEMENTS ON LEBANON 
BY USUN AMBASSADOR YOUNG TO THE MAGAZINE MIDDLE EAST (IN 
WHICH HE REPORTEDLY SUGGESTED NEITHER LEBANON NOR SYRIA WERE 
DISPLEASED TO SEE THE ISREALIS OCCUPY SOUTH LEBANON). SEVERAL 
BEIRUT PAPERS MAY 28 AND 29 CARRIED STORIES ON YOUNG'S INTER- 
VIEW, INCLUDING INDIGNANT COMMENTS BY LEBANESE POLITICIANS. 

5. CHRISTIAN CLASHES. 

THERE HAVE BEEN MORE CLASHES BETWEEN CHRISTIAN FACTIONS IN 
THE WAKE OF THE MAY 1 1 GUNFIGHT IN THE EAST BEIRUT SUBURB OP 
DOWRA (SEE MAY 15 SITREP). ON MAY 23 UNIDENTIFIED MEN SPRAYED 
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A ROADSIDE CAFE IN BATROUN WITH MACHINE GUN FIRE, KIT. I .INC. AT 
LEAST FOUR PEOPLE, ACCORDING TO VARIOUS SOURCES. THE MEN CAME 
BACK LATER AND BLEW UP THE CAFE. LEFTIST AL LIWA SAID THEY 
WERE MEMBERS OF THE PHALANGE PARTY, WHILE THE VICTIMS WERE 
SUPPORTERS OF FORMER PRESIDENT FULAYMAN FRANJIYAH. (RELIABLE 
DATT SOURCE ALSO REPORTED THAT THE INCIDENT WAS BETWEEN 
PHALANGISTS AND FRANJIYAH FOLLOWERS. SOURCE ADDED THAT INCIDENT 
LEFT SIX OF FRANJIYAH'S MEN DEAD AND SEVERAL BUILDINGS DES- 
TROYED. A LEBANESE SECURITY OFFICIAL TOLD EMBOFFS THAT THE 
QUARREL GREW OUT OF AN ATTEMPT BY GUARDIANS OF THE CEDAR TO 
BRING IN A SHIPMENT OF WEAPONS AND PHALANGIST INTEREST IN TAKING 
A SHARE OF THE GOODS.) ON MAY 24 THERE WERE GUN FIGHTS BETWEEN 
PHALANGE AND NATIONAL LIBERAL MILITIA IN CHRISTIAN SUBURBS 
EAST AND NORTH OF BEIRUT, ACCORDING TO THE VOICE OF PALESTINE. 
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6. FIGHTING IN SOUTH LEBANON. 

DATT SOURCES REPORT THAT SIX PEOPLE WERE KILLED AND FIFTEEN 
WOUNDED AND FIVE HOUSES DESTROYED IN NABATIYAH AT ABOUT 0900 
ON MAY 28 DURING A 30 MINUTE ROCKET ATTACK BY RIGHTIST MILITIA. 
THE ATTACK WAS REPORTEDLY IN RESPONSE TO EARLIER ARTILLERY 
FIRE FROM PALESTINIANS AND LEFTISTS IN THE NABATIYAH AREA.
